Dead at 64 in New York City 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Composer Sigmund Rombrrg, 64, whose 


operettas and songs are loved by millions, died last night of a cerebral 


unidentified motorist to th» state 
highway patrol weight station at

Science-Made 
Materials Used 
In Volume 


America'! cnemical and indus- 


trial genius, which numbers among 
its accomplishments such "mir- 
acles" as conversion of coal into 
nylon hosiery, also is performing 
outstanding feats in production of 
modern building materials. 


In some instances the blending 


of scientific research and industrial 
know-how has created entire new 
industries utilizing raw materials 
once thought to be without com- 
mercial 
value. Producing huge 


quantities of efficient, economical 
building 
products 
unknown 
in 


grandfather's day, these industries 
contribute importantly to the econ- 
omy of the nation. 


Typical of such industrial growth 


is that of the insulating board in- 
dustry, which found valuable uses 
for cellulose fibers formerly ig- 
nored or burned as waste material. 
The fibers are obtained from small 
trees, by-products of sawmills and 
paper mills, sugar cane stalks, ce-

pose. Not included in the ship- 
ments are large quantities of board 
used for industrial purposes or 
fabricated into other types of 
building products. 


Wins Quick Acceptance 


First manufactured on a limited 


scale in Minnesota in 1914, insulat- 
ing board won quick public accept-, 
juice. Originally its main use was 
for sheathing. It was not until the 
middle '30s, however, that the ma- 
terial was produced in a form spe- 
cifically designed for that purpose.

"Never was the need more, ur- 


gent than now for instance upon 
the sanctity of marriage and re- 
spect for the sexual function," 
the newspaper said in a front page 
editorial. "The pity of It Is" that 
the Pope has so far over-stepped 
the limits of common sense that 
his statements are irrelevant. He 
has brought discredit upon the 
Christian faith instead of honor. 


In a talk to Italian obstetri- 


cians at Rome on Oct. 29, Pope 
Pius said that in childbirth ."to 
save the mother's life is a very 
noble aim: but the direct killing 
of the baby as a means to that 
end is not permitted." 


The newspaper said it was im- 


possible to lay down rules of uni- 
versal application as to the choice 
between.the life of a mother and 
her unborn child.

The National Canasta Laws 


Commission met recently to dis- 
cuss the interpretation of various 
laws of Canasta and of Samba. 
That makes it possible for me 
to answer a question that several 
readers have asked. I knew that 
some of the member* of the law- 
making body thought one way 
about this question, while others 
thought Just the opposite way. So 
there was no point in answering 
the question until we had all 
agreed on the answer. 


Suppose you are playing Samba 


and that your partner melds 6-5-4 
of spades. Later in the same hand, 
one of you melds 10-9-8 of spades. 
Can those two melds be joined 
into a single sequence with a seven 
of spades? 


The official answer is that the 


two sequences may be joined. 
Mind you, this is possible only 
when the complete meld is not 
more than seven cards in length. 
In the game of samba, a sequence 
may never contain more than sev- 
en cards. 


The situation may arise in ac- 


tual play when one side is ob- 
viously trying very hard to meld 
out to a hurry. For example, sup- 
pose your opponents are playing 
for out, and that your partner baa 
melded 6-5-4 of spades early In 
the play. You hold, among other 


should you do? 


You put down the 10-9-8 of 


spades, but not the Jack. If your 
partner has the seven, he can join 
the two melds into a samba, but 
he would not be able to do so if 
you had put down your Jack, since 
then the combined meld would 
contain eight cards. 


Thfe advantage of making this 


small meld is that your partner 
has a chance to make the samba 
at bis very next turn. For all you 
can tell, you may not get another 
turn to play (since the opponent 
at your right may meld out be- 
fore the play gets back to you). It 
may therefore be very important 
to give your partner this Immed- 
iate opportunity. 


Let'* carry this situation a bit 


farther. Suppose the hand keeps 


tog for a play or two even 


though both opponents are trying 
very hard to meld out. Your part- 
ner doesn't put down a seven of 
spades, and you can't do the trick 
either. Now you pick up the king 
and ace of spades. What should 
you do now? 


At this point you may well de- 


cide to abandon the seven of 
spades. The samba can be made 
if your partner has the queen of 
spades. It may pay to put down 
the jack of spades, thus inviting 
your partner to add the queen if 
he has it

AM Lea county home adviser, I am often asked about certain pur- 


chases of major kitchen equipment homemakem are going to buy.

Miss Sullivan suggests that you 


learn how a piece of equipment 
works and thus you understand its 
care, service and also how to 
choose in the 
beginning. She 


stressed this particularly 
with 


freezing and refrigerating equip- 
ment. 


Did You Know That? 


The grain of cloth is from wide 


to narrow—this means that when 
you are stitching a skirt together 
(in making a dress) you should 
stitch from hem to waist. However, 
when stitching the waist you go 
from top to waist—this still fol- 
lowing the rule of wide to narrow. 


Sewing Machines 


Hinged presser feet on sewing 


machines require different han- 
dling from rigid presser feet Han- 
dle threads carefully to avoid 
tangling at the beginning of the 
stitch. Grasp the loose ends light- 
y with right hand as you begin 
stitching. This makes the thread 
slightly taut and they do not 
tangle. 


Another method is to place the 


presser foot well up on the fabric 
—that is, not too near the edge. 
The reason for this being that the 
oot presses fabric between itself 
and feed below. When pressure la 
correct, the feed pulls the fabric 
back. • 


Rigid presser feet have equal 


tressure throughout while hinged 
iresser feet have slight pressure 
at the forward end and more pres- 
sure directly under the needle bar. 


For this reason we need to be 
careful how we start stitching. 


New Fiber 


The new fiber Orion is appear- 


ing in curtains and in men's cloth- 
ing. Be sure to read the labels 
carefully since so many new fibers 
are on the market now. Orion cur- 
tains need no stretching, drape 
well and do not creep up and down 
the windows with weather changes. 


They need to be washed in luke- 


warm water, however, no pressing 
is required. At present time manu- 
facturers cannot make this fiber 
pure white, so it occurs in cream 
and ecru shades mostly. 


Orion fabrics, such as marqui- 


sette, do not absorb much dirt And 
the small amount they hold is 
easily removed hi washing. 


Orion curtains are quick to dry 


and require little ironing. Light 
pressing with a warm iron—about 
300 to 320 degrees F.—is all that 
Is needed. But be careful not to 
have your iron too hot or the mate- 
rial will turn yellow. 


A strong fiber, orlon provides 


excellent resistance to micro-orga- 
nisms and insects. It is not affect- 
ed by gas fading and does not 
weaken from exposure to.sunlight, 
as do cotton and other cellulose 
fibers. 


Women who want to sew with 


orlon when it is available in yard- 
goods will find that it cuts easily 
and sews with little puckering.

it can be infected with trichina* 
a tiny parasite worm. 


This infected meat and its para- 


site eaten by man invades the 
muscles and penetrates organs 
such as lung, heart, brain and spi- 
nal cord. Death occurs in five to 
six cases out of a hundred. Trichi 
nosis disease is more prevelanl 
than one would believe. Detroit 
found 93 positive cases from 500 
consecutive autopsies, while New 
York City showed an incidence of 
16 per cent, and Cleveland 36 per 
cent. 


Almost all cases of trichinosis 


comes from infected hogs. Statis- 
tics show that 14,000 out of every 
million hogs slaughtered have 
trichinosis. This conies from their 
eating garbage, eating flesh of in- 
fected rats and mice, etc. Grain fed 
animals are much less likely to be 
infected. 


Our best control of trichinosis is 


carried on by the housewife. She 
does this by always serving pork 
thoroughly cooked. In other words 
pork must have lost all its pink 
color and have turned grey at the 
center as well as on the surface. 
Raw pork should never be broiled 
because often high enough temper- 
atures are not reached in the cen- 
ter of meat when the outside is 
well-browned.

Stork Soars to New Records Ail Over the U. S. 
As Nation Birth Rate Approaches New Boom 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN 


WASHINGTON —(NBA)—The 


stork is flying high this year, and 
along some new routes. 


If the number of births continue 


as high for the rest of the year 
as they have this far, 1851 will 
set an all-time record for the 
number of babies born in the U.S. 


For the first Mven months of 


this year there were 2,230,000 
births in the U.S., including an 
estimate for unregistered ones. 
If the rate continues for the last 
five months of the year, the rec- 
ord of 3,876,000 set in 1947 will be 
exceeded. 


Government population experts 


give two big reasons for this 
marked increase in female fertil- 
ity, as they call it The obvious one 
is the Korean War. All wars cause 
a quick increase in the marriage 
rate, with a consequent increase 
in the birth rate along about a 
year later or when the men return 
from the fighting. 
* * * 


The Korean affair haa caused 


almost the same pattern of in- 
crease in birth rates as has other 
wars. The marriage rate has gone 
up, but because men aren't rushed 
overseas as quickly as during 
World Wars I and n, the rate has 
shot up even faster, according to 
the experts.
